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The  Book  of  Books 


There  is  nothing  more  commonplace  than  a  book,  and  yet  nothing  more 
wonderful.  Few  inventions  in  all  history  have  had  as  far  reaching  effect  as 
those  from  which  resulted  the  rapid  and  cheap  multiplication  of  books.  If  the 
alphabet  was  the  most  astonishing  invention  of  man,  the  printing  press  was  the 
most  potent.  For  these  two  made  possible  in  a  way  undreamed  of  before  the 
play  of  mind  on  mind — undeterred  by  stretch  of  distance  or  lapse  of  time. 

The  very  multitude  of  books  is  a  testimony  to  the  power  of  the  printing 
press,  but  the  wonder  of  their  great  numbers  is  surpassed  by  the  wonder  of 
the  few  which  survive.  If  we  except  books  of  reference  and  books  of  record, 
it  is  astonishing  how  short  the  life  of  a  book  is.  Great  multitudes  pass  into 
oblivion  after  an  existence  which  could  be  measured  by  months  rather  than 
years.  A  decade  leaves  alive  only  a  tiny  fraction,  and  a  century  blots  out 
the  memory  of  all  but  a  number  so  small  that  we  recall  in  astonishment  the 
multitudes  which  have  come  and  gone. 

Against  such  a  record  the  Bible  stands  in  striking  contrast — a  testimony  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  in  a  real  sense  not  a  book  only,  but  a  divine  voice.  It  is 
the  revelation  of  a  Living  Word  and  so  its  vitality  comes  undimned  down  the 
ages  and  its  voice  sounds  out  across  the  great  spaces  of  the  world  ever 
insistent,  ever  challenging.  Its  appeal  knows  no  bounds  of  race,  nationality, 
color  or  creed.  Its  voice  is  constrained  and  confined  by  only  one  considera 
tion,  the  law  of  language. 

Its  message  is  for  all  people  and  its  possession  is  their  right.  "The  Bible 
in  the  mother  tongue  is  the  rightful  heritage  of  all  men,"  writes  Mr.  John  A. 
Patten  in  Our  Heritage,  and  the  Bible  Society  is  the  answer  of  Christendom  to 
the  challenge  that  we  should  break  the  trammels  of  language  and  share  this 
great  heritage  with  all  mankind.  If  we  look  at  the  Bible  Society  in  this  way 
we  see  its  true  significance.  It  is  the  great  onward  sweep  of  the  Christian 
consciousness  of  the  brotherhood  of  man.  It  is  the  realization  that  in  the 
things  of  Christ  we  never  enter  fully  into  our  own  heritage  until  we  seek  to 
share  it  with  others. 

It  is  only  as  we  see  in  the  Bible  Society  not  a  super-imposed  service,  but 
an  integral  part  of  the  church's  work,  and  the  expression  of  an  eternal 
Christian  duty  and  privilege  that  we  see  its  true  significance.  Its  progress  is 
the  progress  of  the  all-conquering  Gospel  of  Christ  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Its 
labours  therefore  can  never  really  fail.  It  is  not  fluctuations  and  yearly  figures 
which  are  significant,  but  the  great  upward  and  onward  drift  of  the  tide  which 
bears  on  its  bosom  the  argosies  of  God.  In  this  sense  it  never  stands  still,  not 
even  in  times  of  lean  years  and  diminished  income.  You  may  lose  a  battle 
without  losing  a  campaign,  and  so  the  Bible  Society  which  opposes  the 
darkness  of  sin  and  heathenism  with  the  light  of  Christ,  may  pause  in  its 
onward  move,  but  its  progress  while  it  remains  faithful  to  its  trust  is  bound  up 
with  the  eternal  purposes  of  God.  Whatever  one  generation  may  say  of  it, 
or  whatever  the  records  of  any  particular  year  may  show,  the  work  for  which 
the  Bible  Society  was  created  will  go  on  until  "The  kingdoms  of  this  world  are 
become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord,  and  of  his  Christ."  Such  a  vision  will 
leave  us  undismayed  when  difficulties  assail  us,  and  not  unduly  exalted  in 
times  of  great  expansion.  The  waves  upon  the  shores  come  and  go,  but  the 
great  tides  of  the  ocean  are  not  affected  by  their  fluctuations,  and  so  perhaps 
the  lesson  which  will  keep  clear  before  us  always  the  vision  of  our  duty,  is 
the  progress  of  a  great  movement  proceeding  upon  its  way  without  haste  and 
without  rest,  as  it  seeks  to  weld  in  a  great  partnership  the  powers  which 
are  human  and  those  which  are  divine,  for  the  furthering  of  God's  purpose  on 
earth. 
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In  the  reports  which  follow  are  to  be  found  the  story  of  the  progress  of 
this  great  undertaking.  The  work  within  this  province,  for  which  the  Upper 
Canada  Bible  Society  is  directly  responsible,  is  recorded  in  detail.  There  is 
given  also  a  resume  of  the  work  beyond  our  own  borders  in  which  world-wide 
undertaking  we  have  our  share  through  the  contribution  sent  to  the  Parent 
Society. 

After  serving  as  President  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  for  three 
years  Mr.  Thomas  Mortimer  retires  from  that  office  with  a  record  of  gifted  and 
devoted  service  in  a  period  of  perplexing  problems  and  considerable  anxiety. 
His  administration  was  marked  by  untiring  devotion  to  the  Society's  interests 
and  by  his  continual  emphasis  upon  prayer  as  the  source  of  all  power  in  the 
work  which  the  Society  performs.  Regret  at  his  retirement,  and  deep  appre 
ciation  of  the  service  he  has  rendered  were  expressed  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
held  January  29th,  1935.  He  is  succeeded  in  office  by  the  Rev.  John  McNicol, 
Principal  of  Toronto  Bible  College,  who  has  already  given  lengthy  service  to 
the  Society  as  a  member  of  its  board  of  directors  and  for  the  past  three  years 
as  its  first  vice-president. 


THE  PARENT  SOCIETY 

The  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  reports  increased  demands  for  its 
ministry,  and  sustained  interest  in  its  work.  During  the  past  year  eleven  new 
translations  were  published — nine  in  African  tongues,  one  for  Europe,  and  one 
for  Oceania.  The  total  languages  now  number  678 — forty  of  which  are  pub 
lished  in  raised  type  for  the  blind.  Volumes  of  Scripture  issued  totalled 
10,933,203,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  315,733  copies.  Much  of  this 
circulation  is  the  result  of  the  labours  of  the  Bible  Society's  colporteurs  and 
Bible  Women,  of  which  there  are  nearly  a  thousand  throughout  the  world.  The 
circulation  in  English  amounted  to  nearly  a  million  and  a  half  volumes.  The 
largest  circulation  was  in  Asia,  for  which  land  6,700,000  copies  were  issued. 
Of  these  nearly  four  million  went  to  China.  Increases  were  recorded  in  India, 
Burma  and  Ceylon,  and  in  Persia,  Iraq,  Syria  and  the  Holy  Land.  Japan 
reports  an  increase  of  51,000,  and  South  Africa  an  increase  of  41,000,  its  total 
circulation  reaching  nearly  half  a  million.  An  event  of  interest,  and  of  great 
importance  was  the  publication  of  the  complete  Bible  in  Afrikaans  or  Cape 
Dutch  for  the  Dutch-speaking  people  of  South  Africa.  Because  of  its  far 
reaching  influence  this  is  one  of  the  most  notable  translations  the  Bible  Society 
has  ever  issued.  In  one  year  over  220,000  copies  have  been  circulated. 

In  our  own  Dominion  the  total  circulation  exceeded  275,000  copies,  and 
Scriptures  were  required  in  65  languages.  Some  thirty  colporteurs  have  been 
employed  in  an  endeavour  to  reach  all  persons  destitute  of  the  Scriptures — 
especially  those  speaking  a  foreign  tongue. 


OUR  AGENCY  WORK 

The  Auxiliary  is  organized  into  branches  or  agencies  of  which  there  are 
within  our  territory  some  five  hundred — each  a  centre  of  propaganda  and  of 
support  for  our  work. 

Although  everything  possible  is  done  to  render  assistance  to  Branch  organi 
zations,  yet  in  the  final  analysis  it  is  on  the  faithfulness  of  branch  officers  and 
collectors  that  successful  results  depend.  Such  service,  often  given  at  consider 
able  sacrifice,  but  with  great  joy,  is  one  of  our  most  precious  assets,  and  one  of 
the  most  significant  factors  in  our  work.  An  increase  in  contributions  received 
through  our  branches  is  an  eloquent  testimony  to  both  the  value  and  the  faith 
fulness  of  the  service  rendered  by  our  branches  in  1934.  The  usual  Bible 
Sundays  were  arranged  in  the  City  of  Toronto  and  some  175  churches  took 
part.  While  the  financial  problems  facing  many  city  congregations  make 
adequate  financial  support  of  our  work  extremely  difficult,  and  sometimes  impos- 
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sible,  yet  tlr.::e  is  beyond  all  doubt  a  better  understanding  of  the  claims  of  the 
Society,  and  a  more  willing  and  general  effort  to  make  its  work  known  to  the 
people  of  Toronto. 

A  programme  to  extend  our  membership  in  the  City  of  Toronto  by  making 
our  work  more  widely  known  and  our  appeal  more  direct  was  begun  in 
November.  Valuable  publicity  through  the  use  of  the  press  and  the  mail  has 
already  been  accomplished  and  information  regarding  the  Bible  Society  has 
been  put  into  the  hands  of  thousands,  many  of  whom  will  have  known  little 
or  nothing  of  its  ideals  and  attainments. 

The  Women's  Auxiliary  report  a  year  with  increases  in  both  its  member 
ship  and  its  income.  We  are  again  indebted  to  them  for  their  financial  help, 
also  an  increase  over  1933,  and  for  their  valuable  assistance  in  widening  the 
circle  of  Bible  Society  friends  and  supporters. 

During  the  year  we  have  endeavoured  to  make  a  wider  and  more  system 
atic  use  of  the  press.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  both  the  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers  of  the  province  for  their  generous  willingness  to  assist  in  making 
our  activities  more  widely  known. 

After  defraying  the  cost  of  colportage  work  and  other  expenses  within 
our  own  Auxiliary  we  sent  to  the  central  office  as  a  free  contribution  to  the 
world-wide  work  of  the  Society  the  sum  of  $45,050.  In  addition  there  were 
sent  from  this  Auxiliary  for  special  purposes  designated  contributions  and 
bequests  amounting  to  $7,525. 


OUR  COLPORTAGE  WORK 

It  is  in  rare  instances  that  our  Colporteurs  witness  or  hear  of  the  measure 
of  success  attending  their  labours.  Unlike  Ministers  of  Christian  Communions 
who  mainly  rely  on  the  spoken  word  to  influence  the  hearts  of  the  people  to 
whom  they  minister,  the  Colporteur's  duty  and  privilege  is  to  place  the  written 
Word  in  the  hands  of  all  who  are  willing  to  receive,  trusting  to  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  create  understanding  minds  and  hearts.  The  hearty  hand 
shake;  the  silent  prayer  which  accompanies  the  sale  of  the  Book;  the  happy 
countenance  brightened  by  the  tranquility  of  a  life  given  over  to  the  service 
of  the  Master — these  are  the  qualities  exemplified  in  our  Colporteurs  which 
carry  the  Word  on  its  way,  watering  the  soil  ready  for  the  warmth  of  God's 
illuminating  Spirit. 

We  can  therefore  readily  imagine  the  joy  with  which  one  of  our  Colpor 
teurs  recently  wrote: 

"We  have  the  joy  to  report  that  during  the  past  month  a  young  lady 
was  led  to  the  Lord  through  a  Bible  I  sold  her,  and  a  little  word  we  were 
enabled  to  say  to  her.  She  sent  the  good  news  to  us.  This  is  at  least 
three  precious  souls  led  to  the  Saviour  since  we  began  working  in  this 
district.  We  give  God  the  glory." 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  Report  in  our  own  Auxiliary  alone  during  the 
past  year  Scriptures  in  46  languages  were  distributed.  Our  Colporteurs  worked 
in  the  aggregate  1,351  days,  made  44,041  visits  and  distributed  25,352  copies  of 
the  Scriptures. 

The  Colportage  Committee  have  this  year  given  earnest  and  prayerful 
consideration  to  the  even  greater  needs  of  those  in  heathen  lands.  It  was 
therefore  decided  to  reduce  the  number  of  our  full  time  Colporteurs  from  six 
to  four  in  order  that  further  funds  may  be  sent  to  the  Parent  Society  for  use  in 
foreign  fields. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


Notwithstanding  this  curtailment  of  our  Colportage  activities  the  Colpor 
teurs  joyfully  report  a  further  year  of  progress,  with  the  demand  for  the 
Scriptures  ever  increasing.  Two  of  our  regular  Colporteurs  were  withdrawn 
from  their  territories  in  Southern  Ontario.  They,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
young  student,  filled  with  zeal  for  Christian  enterprise,  set  forth  with  two  Bible 
Society  vans  and  a  bicycle  into  the  vast  tracts  of  New  Ontario.  Mining,  lum 
bering  and  road  construction  camps  and  isolated  farm  houses  were  visited  and 
intensively  canvassed.  The  written  Word  of  God  has  been  spread  through  the 
thousands  of  square  miles  between  the  Manitoba  boundary,  the  Northern 
shores  of  the  Great  Lakes,  Manitoulin  Island  and  that  throbbing  mining  area 
between  North  Bay  and  the  shores  of  James  Bay  in  the  far  North  of  this 
Province. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  adequately  recount  their  story.  We  can  only 
pay  homage  to  the  fortitude,  grit  and  true  Christianity  of  each  of  our  Colpor 
teurs  in  whatever  field  they  have  laboured,  and  quote  a  few  extracts  from 
their  own  Reports: — 

"In  my  work  I  have  come  across  families  of  all  types,  nations  and  creeds. 
The  Word  has  been  distributed  so  far  among  people  of  twelve  different  lan 
guages.  I  have  met  with  people,  I  believe,  representing  about  25  different 
nations,  even  coming  across  a  family  of  Greenlanders." 

"One  day,  coming  out  of  a  house,  I  noticed  a  woman  across  the  street, 
beckoning  for  me  from  the  window  of  a  little  shack.  I  went  over  to  the  shack 
and  found  that  they  were  Czecho-Slovakians.  They  had  seen  the  Bible  Society 
van  and  wanted  a  Bible  in  their  own  language.  The  man  of  the  house  told 
me  he  had  wanted  one  for  a  long  time,  but  didn't  know  where  he  could  buy  one. 
It  gave  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  supply  their  need.  Thanks  to  the  Bible 
Society  for  making  it  possible  for  people  such  as  these  to  have  the  Word  of 
God  in  the  language  they  can  read." 

"I  have  found  many  cases  where  there  was  great  need  of  the  Scriptures 
in  this  district.  I  have  met  people  who  didn't  know  that  the  Bible  is  made  up 
of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  Some  of  these  received  the  Bible  for  the 
first  time." 

"Non  English  speaking  peoples  are  noted  for  their  desire  and  their  ability 
to  get  their  money's  worth  out  of  anything  they  buy.  Such  a  state  of  affairs 
does  much  to  make  the  Colporteur's  work  in  foreign  sections  very  much  worth 
while.  Any  portions  that  are  purchased  are  sure  to  be  read.  I  called  one  day 
at  the  door  of  a  middle-aged  lady.  She  made  a  request  in  rather  weird  English 
for  a  prayer  book  in  her  native  tongue.  Her  disappointment  at  my  inability 
to  supply  her  need  was  quickly  lessened  when  I  showed  her  a  Polish  Gospel. 
Her  decision  to  buy  was  influenced  by  two  factors — first,  she  was  Polish  and, 
second,  the  price  was  only  two  cents.  Soon  after,  I  saw  her  again;  she  had 
read  every  word."

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COLPORTAGE  I.N  FOREIGN  LANDS 

Beside  the  work  of  the  colporteurs  carried  on  within  this  Auxiliary  and 
under  its  control  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society  is  directly  interested  in  col- 
portage  work  in  China,  India  and  Korea.  The  Auxiliary  is  the  recipient  of 
gifts  from  individuals,  Sunday  Schools  and  other  organizations  designated 
especially  for  colportage  work  in  particular  mission  fields.  Arrangements  can 
be  made  for  a  colporteur  to  be  set  aside  in  a  specified  country,  thereby  forming 
a  personal  link  between  the  donor  and  the  land  in  which  he  is  particularly 
interested.  Personal  reports  are  received  from  these  colporteurs  and  passed  on 
to  those  responsible  for  their  support.  We  commend  this  special  work  to 
those  interested  in  some  particular  mission  field  and  willing  to  undertake  the 
support  of  a  colporteur  for  one  year  or  longer.  The  cost,  between  $60.00  and 
$125.00  yearly,  varies  according  to  the  location  of  the  work.

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CIRCULATION 

The  Society's  issues  for  the  year  1934  amount  to  115,251  copies  of  the 
Scriptures,  made  up  as  follows:  Bibles,  26,318;  Testaments,  22,744;  and 
smaller  portions  66,189,  a  decrease  in  circulation  for  the  year  of  5,440  copies. 

Since  its  foundation  in  the  year  1818  the  Society  has  circulated  5,001,201 
copies  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  territory  covered  by  its  activities.

Rules  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bible 

Society  Under  Which  Grants  are 

Made  to  Schools  and  Missions 


1.  Mission     Churches,     and     Mission     Schools 
among  non-English  speaking  peoples  may,  at  the  dis 
cretion  of  the  Board,  be  allowed  grants  of  Scriptures 
either  free  or  at  Missionary  Rates  subject  to  rule  2. 
Missions  among  English  speaking  peoples  are  not  in 
general  to  be  considered  fit  objects  for  gratuities  of 
the  Society. 

2.  All  applications  for  grants  of  Bibles  to  Sunday 
Schools  or  Missions  should  be  made  upon  the  forms 
heretofore  prescribed,   which   will  be   furnished  on 
application  to  the  Bible  House.     The  applicant  shall 
state  the  condition  of  the  School  or  Mission,   the 
number  of  scholars  and  teachers,  or  of  the  attend 
ants,  as  the  case  may  be;  the  amount  of  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  the  managers;  who  are  its  officers;  and 
why  it  is  necessary  to  make  such  application.  These 
applications  should  in  every  case  be  certified  by  a 
Minister  of  the  Gospel,  or  some  person  of  known 
respectability,    and   endorsed   by   some   director   or 
official  of  the  Bible  Society. 

All  applications  for  grants  are  considered  at  the 
regular  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  Third 
Tuesday  of  each  month.
